Millis. 67, was a member of the 


labor board before it was recon- 
stituted and given greater powers 
under the Wagner act in 1935. He 
is expected in some quarters to co- 
operate with board member Wil- 
liam M. Leiserson in the latter's 
program for changes in staff and 
procedure. 
Edwin S. Smith is the 


third member of the board. 


(Dr. Millis is the father of Dean 


John S. Millis of Lawrence col- 
lege.)

than Witt turned in his resignation. 


In a letter to Madden. Witt spoke 


of his pleasure in having worked 
"with you. Edwin S. Smith, and the 
members of the staff." Witt made 
no mention of Leiserson. who once 
tried to get him removed, but said 
of Madden and Smith: "Loyalty to 
superiors is common enough: but 
such brave loyalty to subordinate 
as you have shown is rare indeed.

Lord Halifax gave the world some in- 


teresting information when ' he recently 
declared to the French people that "W« 
have repeatedly rejected suggestions from 
the enemy for agreement at the expense 
of France." 


The implication is that England could 


have peace withou't penalty were she to 
acknowledge Germany's privilege of deal- 
ing as she pleased with France and other 
subjugated countries. 


But England's position is not entirely 


unselfish. She will fight at any cost to 
keep the Nazis as far from, her as possi- 
ble. If Germany may write its own terms 
of peace with 
Holland, 
Belgium 
and 


France it may either take territory bor- 
dering upon the English channel or in- 
sist upon air and naval bases there. 


In Mr. Churchill's recent address he 


assumed that the French were going over 
completely into Berlin's arms. He spoke 
of the Vichy government's "sincere and 
loyal collaboration with Herr Hitler in his 
scheme for establishing a socalled new 
order in Europe." 


For either France or England, long 


time Allies, to make peace at the expense 
cf the other and by selling the other 
out 
will leave 
a stain 
upon inter- 


national relations that barrels of soap 
could never scrub out. Yet defining what 
would be disadvantageous to any country 
is almost impossible since a country's in- 
terests never stop at it boundaries. 


The English people will be disturbed 


for a generation at the mere alteration of 
territorial rights on the continent adjacent 
to them. And this will occur even though 
it eventually turn out to be better for 
England and the world. Man is a crea- 
ture of habit and usage and the alteration 
of the status quo is always a matter of 
concern if not alarm. 


Obviously, France might make better 


terms of peace now than if she were to 
await the conclusion of the war and find 
Germany victorious, 
for 
Hitler 
today 


needs the example of leniency or mag- 
nanimous action in order to court the 
good will of peoples and of rulers without 
which trade stagnates. 


In international relations there is little 


of gratitude or affection. 
The French 


government is likely to feel that its duty 
is to gain the most it can for the French 
people in getting them out of the de- 
plorable mire in which they have floun- 
dered. 


Sofaofage on the Increase 


The first four days of the week wit- 


nessed 10 fires and explosions of grave 
consequences in American plants prepar- 
ing our defenses. 
One was at Seattle. 


Another at San Francisco. The rest along 
the eastern seaboard. 


The FBI, if it issues any statement, 


usually says that "no evidence of sabo- 
tage was. discovered." This, of course, 
is quite accurate insofar as physical ap- 
pearances are concerned. Chemically set 
fires rage like an inferno and destroy the 
evidence of incendiarism. 
Planned ex- 


plosions annihilate with a concentrated 
shattering power. They are not in the 
habit of leaving evidence either. But em- 
ery powder already found thrown into 
enclosed machinery speaks its own con- 
fession. 


The fact that some of these affairs 


might be due to natural causes must be 
c o n c e d e d . We had explosions 
be- 


fore war started playing its grim music 
The increase in the manufacture of ex- 
plosives will increase the number of ac- 
cidents. 


But even making allowance for all 


these fac^s the most conservative will be 
moved to a conviction far above the rank 
of bare suspicion. And then there is the 
emery powder and other tamperings with 
delicate mechanisms. 


If we could know the truth about the 


saboteurs we would find them induced to 
acts, of treachery for the gold that was in 
it. And if we mistake not upon the cun- 
ning of Berlin the actual 
perpetrators 


will be found to have originated in some 
country other than Germany. It is just 
as safe a prophecy that those who dropped 
the chemicals and started fire or explo- 
sions could be found only a few years ago 
preaching the wondrous beauty of a Unit- 
ed Front, telling religious orders that 
there was really no differences worth 
while between Moscow and the church, 
and announcing their inclusion under the 
broad mantle of liberalism. 


Taxes on Beer

JAP STEEL BAN 


If thc president follows a confidential rec- 


ommendation of the Defense commission, the 
embargo on scrap to Japan will be extended to 
include iron and steel of all kinds. 


At present no variety of scrap (there are 78 


different categories) can be exported to Japan. 
But finished and semi-finished steels are not em- 
bargoed and the Japanese have been quietly go- 
ing into this 'market. The cost, of course, is 
higher, but Japan needs metal urgently and ap- 
parently is willing to pay. 


Certain steel companies would like to get this 


juicy business and secretly were elated when 
the all-inclusivo scrap ban was imposed. They 
saw it forcing the Japs to buy processed steel at 
a much higher price—with a big profit to the 
sellers. 


But the defense commission, closely scanning 


steel capacity for our own mounting defense 
needs, wants no production sent to Japan. In 
fact, the commission has plans for an early ex- 
pansion of'U. S. 5>teel making capacity. So it 
has advised Roosevelt to bar steel exports, and 
it's a good bet that he will do so.

Li- 
braries and attics and book cases in 
many houses overflow with books 
that are not to be read again by 
their owners. These could be passed 
on through the school librarian to 
the students who would love to own 
them.

empire which the Romans built up 
in ancient times. The western part 
of the empire included Britain. 


Three centuries before the Ro- 


mans conquered that island, it had 
been visited by Greek sailing ves- 
sels. The Greeks called the natives 
'Pretanes," meaning "Painted Peo- 
ple." This name was Riven because 
the natives were in the custom of 
decorating their bodies with colored 
markings. 


The name "Pretanes" later was 


changed to "Bretanes." and still lat- 
er to "Britons." 


Julius Caesar led the first Roman 


invasion of Britain. The natives lost 
several battles, and the 
southern 


part of the island fell into Roman 
hands. 


Caesar's conquest did not last 


The Roman soldiers were 
called 


away, back to the continent of Eu- 
rope. A century later, however, the 
Romans returned. This time they 
obtained a firm grasp over most of 
the country. 


The-soldiers of Rome built many 


roads in Britain Remains of some 
of their roads are to be scon in 
England even at this day. They arc 
from 1 500 to 1.900 years old 


The Roman name for a camp was 


"castra." and it has come down to 
us in the names of several places 
in England, such as Lancaster. » 


Among the emperors who ruled 


Rome was one known as Hadrian. 
While he was in power, a mighty 
wall was built across Britain. It was 
given the name of "Hadrian's wall" 


Hadrian's wall was about three 


times as high as a man. 
In some 


parts it was from eight to ten feet 
thick. 


The wall cut the island almost, 


but not quite, along the line of the 
present border between England 
and Scotland Remains of it exist 
today, somewhat south of the bor- | 
der line 


The Roman empire was built on 


force, not on good will. At length 
it began to crumble to pieces. Ro- 
man soldiers were called away from 
Britain to meet the armies from 
northern Europe which were driv- 
ing southward. 
Teople from the mainland of Eu- 


rope crossed the water to Britain. 
They were chiefly tribesmen known 
as Angles, Saxons and Jute*.
